•arly in 1952 and turn the defense 
ob over to somebody else. 


Mr. Truman told reporters he 


had had no recent discussion with 
he general about politics, adding 
e could only indulge in specula- 
ion as to whether Eisenhower is 
a Republican or a Democrat. 


When a reporter said Mr. Tru- 


man had declared in 1948 that 
Eisenhower had assured him he 
never wotild run for president, he 
insisted that the newsmen elimi- 
nate the word "never." 


Asked about his 1952 plans, the 


president said he would let the 
reporters know in plenty of time. 
Pushed on the matter of becom- 
ing a candidate, he said that 
question would be answered when 
he made an announcement he is 
not ready to make. He .changed 
the "when" to "if" when report- 
ers pressed that point.

Discover Drugs 
Can Save Limbs 
Of Frost-Bitten 


CHICAGO — (AP)— Evidence 


that drugs which prevent blood 
clotting can save the hands and 
feet of many victims of severe 
frostbite was reported by a team 
of Chicago doctors today. 


They reported on 14 patients 


with acute frostbite treated with 
anticoagulant drugs at Cook coun- 
ty hospital, Chicago, during the 
winters of 1949 and 1950. Only 
one patient required an amputation 
—the removal of a finger. 


That patient, a male Negro, had 


slept' for eight hours in 10 degree 
cold while under the influence of 
liquor. He'was unconscious, and his 
blood pressure and temperature 
were-'too low. to register on avail- 
able Instruments. 


His hands and feet were de- 


scribed as "ice cold, stiff and solid 
to the touch." 


He was given the anticoagulants 


dicumarol and heparin in addition 
to conventional treatment and dis- 
charged from the hospital eight 
months later.

motor, blew up in the reinforced 
concrete testing cells. He suffer- 
ed third degree burns over three- 
fourths of his body. 


The last of seven broken and 


burned bodies was removed from 
the rubble only two hours before 
Gardner died. Crews had worked 
all day to remove the shattered 
concrete which covered the bodies.

Polish Resistance Gives Cue 


to Anti-Reds' in Satellite 


Often you hear it said that Russia doesn't want a big 


war now because she fears that her satellites would prove 
untrustworthy in battle. 


All reports from the satellites indicate that the Russians 


are not loved by the peoples of Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hun- 


' gary, Romania and Bulgaria. But there are wide differ- 


ences among them in their' will and their ability to combat 
their masters in Moscow. 


The resistance movement in Poland is generally viewed 


as the strongest and most active. Indeed, the conduct of the 
Polish underground is an example of men of the resistance 
in other lands, and to all free peoples. 


The Poles have a great resistance army, organized in se- 


cret cadres. They have stores of 'arms cached away. They 
are prepared for sabotage on an extensive scale. Taken to- 


<, gether, these factors make them a genuinely dangerous 


threat to the Kremlin's control of Poland. 
*

The regular Polish army, under command of Russian 


General Rokossovsky, is shot through with resistance mem- 
bers and sympathizers. As presently constituted, it can only 
be a huge question mark in 'Stalin's strategy for the con- 
quest of Western Europe. 


The Polish peasants raised such a furore about certain 


restrictive, collectivizing proposals affecting their farms that 
the Kremlin's puppet government had to back down. In 
fact, the measures were so unpopular Moscow felt it neces- 
sary to liquidate the officials publicly labeled as responsible 
for them. 


Yet with .all this acknowledged strength, the Polish un- 


derground is playing an extremely cautious hand. The army 
£rains,\butit.dpesnotact. The arms are kept hidden. Fac- 


?! fancy^slow-downs andtiritidents of sabotage do occur, but on 
. a limited scale. 


The mood is one of watchful waiting. The men of the 


underground, remembering Poland's costly premature up- 
rising against the Nazis in World War II, are determined 
not to repeat that mistake. They do not intend to strike 
full force until they are convinced their moment of liberation 
has come. 
* 
• .. • 


When will that be? The Poles have no idea. But they 


are prepared to wait a long time. They are a people whose 
history is darkened by centuries of oppression. They are 
accustomed to it, but they never accept it. 


The Poles are not telling the West: "Liberate us now or 


our resistance will collapse. We cannot be expected to risk 
our lives indefinitely for a freedom that may never come." 


They are not built that way. An unquenchable flame of 


independence burns in them, and no oppressor, however cruel 
can snuff it out. Nor will the oppressor ever be made to feel 
at home in Poland. 


If it is true the Russians are worried over the loyalty of 


their satellites in war, they must be troubled most of all by 
the fierce courage and the infinite patience of their tireless 
enemies, the Poles.

Smartest Snake Bite Rule: 
Avoid Being Bitten at All 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. U.* 


Those who take their vacations 


—or 
live—in 
poisonous snake 


country should keep this in mind: 
In parts of the west and south- 
west the principle hazard is from 
rattlesnakes; in a few other places 
there are other varieties such as 
the copperhead, but by and large 
rattlesnakes cause more' trouble 
on this continent than any other 
variety. In fact, one ^ report from 
Texas showed that cme*third of 
those xvho s u f f e r e d rattlesnake 
bite died as a result. 


The smart thing to do when in 


snake country is to avoid being 
bitten at all. In7 rattlesnake re- 
gions high leather boots or leather 
puttees are 
generally 
advisable 


since most bites are on the lower 
legs and the snake cannot bite 
through leather. 


In spite of the fact that people 


have been bitten by poisonous 
snakes for centuries—and there 
are reported to be thirty thousand 
deaths a year in the world from 
this cause—there is no completely 
sntsfactoVy treatment. Also, there 
is a difference of opinion about the 
best method of treatment. .. 
It is fairly well agreed that the 


first step is to try to prevent the 
spread of the venom or poison in- 
jected by the snake. Probably 
the best way of doing this.is to 
tie a band or tourniquet aroirnc 
the limb above the bite. The use 
of ice or cold water has also been 
suggested and this seems logica 
since cold will alow the flow of 
.blood.

either by a machine or by mouth 
in order to remove at least some 
of the venom. Finally there are 
antivenins for Home kinds of poi 
sonous bites which may neutral 
ize some of the poison.

NEW YORK, July'12—I have Investigated'the crimes for which 


lalph Howard Alsup, the reigning dictator of the corrupt American 
Federation of Labor in Clark county, Nev., which includes Las Vegas, 
was sentenced to prison in Texas. This vicious gunman fulfills the 


legal definition of "habitual criminal." .In some 
states he would be sentenced to prison for life. 
Such is not the disposition of the cow and cactus 
states so, for his latest crime of shooting one of 
his' subjects, a poor working stiff, in the body, 
Alsup was convicted of a comparatively p«J.y 
charge of "assault with intent to inflict bodily in- 
jury." The maximum sentence is two years and 
a fine of $10,000. 
Alsup took an appeal." Ac- 


cording to many precedents in the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, the union subjects, .through their 
compulsory dues and special assessments, can be 
forced to pay the legal expenses of this process. 


They can be forced also to pay Alsup's fine for shooting one of them. 


Alsup went free on another gun-charge in Las Vegas a few 


months" ago". 


Alsup is president of the Central Labor Council of Clark county; 


vice-president of the Nevada State Federation of Labor and a crim- 
inal by trade. He holds the portfolio of business agent of the Eaa 
Vegas Plumbers' union but is not a qualified plumber.

Alsup came from eastern Texas. There he began his notorios 


criminal career by helping a prisoner to escape jfrom a reforma- 
tory for younger criminals. For that he got two years nTHunts- 
ville prison. He served the full term because he was on report for 
misbehavior twice and forfeited his "good time." 


Alsup's major exploit in Texas M 


was a stickup faintly reminiscent 
of the Northfield raid of Jesse 
Tames and the Youngers. It was 
a cheap, stupied venture denoting 
a dumb mentality and -a brutal

nature. 


About midnight, April 20, 1932, 


Alsup and two companions drove 
nto the town of Celina, Collin 
County, Tex. and parked their car 
near the city hall. 
The other 


stickup men were Jack Hammett 
and Paul Rogers. Alsup claimed 
to be 20 years old, but tnere is no 
record of any clement considera- 
tion on account of his age. Rog- 
ers was 23. Hammett's age is not 
revealed.

shal of Celina approached the 
three strangers to ask what' they 
were doing about at that time of 
night. 
Rogers pulled a gun and 


.ook the marshal's pistol. 
Alsup 


pulled a gun on the mayor and 
:he three gunmen then made the 
mayor and marshal .walk before 
them toward the railroad.

marshal had a second gun, but 
when he started to pull it, Alsup 
slugged him/ on the side of the 
heaa and over one eye with a 
jun. The marshal was severely 
injured. 


In Las Vegas last year the man 


who was shot in the body by 
Alsup was first slugged over the 
head with a pistol. This man was 
unarmed. 


Alsup took the second gun 


from tne marshal and the robbers 
now marched the mayor and mar- 
shal to a box car. 
Alsup and 


Rogers left Hammett 
standing 


guard and started toward the 
local hardware store. 
On the 


way they encountered two young 
men who had just driven into 
town. They took these men to the 
same boxcar. 
Now Alsup and 


Rogers broke into the hardware 
store and stole a number of guns, 
45 boxes of cartridges _ and 
a 


hacksaw. The value of this stuff 
was $91.50. They also took $15 
'rom the mayor's pockets and a 
small amount of money from the 
others. Of course, they kept the 
marshal's two guns. 


The robbers now drove to their 


homes in Denton county. 


Alsup got 25 years for the 


armed robbery of one of 
the 


young men and 23 years on a 
second armed robbery charge. In 
each case he was convicted by a 
jury after pleading not guilty. He 
pleaded 
guilty 
to 
indictments 


charging theft and burglary and 
got two years on eacn. All sen- 
tences were concurrent. 
Alsupt 


served eight years and about two 
months and was released on pa- 
role.. Eventually, by a peculiarity 
of Texas penal law, he was given 
a full pardon. 


Hammett got 30 years on one 


robbery charge, 15 years concur- 
rently on another, 
and three 


years concurrently for burglary. 
Rogers pleaded guilty in all four 
cases and got a maximum of 25 
years. 
Alsup and Hamett were 


arrested in a woods about 20 
miles west of Celina, a farming 
town of 900, the day after the 
raid. 
The four men in the box- 


car s«t up a holler but were not 
heard and released until about 
three hours later.

Rogers ever was pardoned.

Fresh Material 


Senator Ferguson (R-Mich), a 


member, told reporters the ques- 
tioniing of Lattimore would be 
based on "fresh material" which 
did not figure in last year's inves- 
tigation. 


The department announced last 


night it had suspended: 


John Paton Davies, Jr., 43, a 


member of Secretary of State 
Acheson's top level policy planning 
staff and a veteran of diplomatic 
service in China. 


Oliver Edmund Clubb, 50, direc- 


tor of the department's China af- 
fairs office. 


In a statement, the department 


said suspension was mandatory 
under the law once it had been de- 
termined that "security charges 
should be preferred and formal 
hearings conducted." The depart- 
ment emphasized its action did not 
carry any implication of guilt 
pending outcome of the hearings. 


Set Hearing* 


Davies' hearing was set for July 


23, Clubb's for July 31 before the 
department's loyalty s e c u r i t y 
board. 


The-nature of the charges was 


not disclosed. 


Commenting on the action, Da- 


vies said: 


"I welcome the opportunity to 


answer these malicious and irre- 
sponsible charges. I am confident 
I can dispose of them once and 
for all. The contemptible accusa- 
tions have added immeasurably to 
my burdens as a loyal government 
servant." 


Davies gave no hint of the spe- 


cific charges against him. 
De- 


partment officials said he is the 
son-in-law of Henry P. Grady, U. 
S. ambassador to Iran. 


"Out of Order' 


Clubb told a reporter it would 


be "out of order for me to com- 
ment as things stand." 


Senator McCarthy said Davies' 


name was one of those he handed 
to the senate committee which in. 
vestlgated his charges a year ago.

ed to the top Red commanders— 
Premier Kim H Sung of North

Huai. It was the strongest state- 
ment yet published in cease-fire 
exchanges. 


The U.N. commander blamed 


"unreasonable and unnecessary re- 
strictions" imposed by the Reds 
upon the U.N. representatives for 
the interruption of negotiations. 


Makes S Proposals 


He insisted negotiations could 


be resumed only in an area "com- 
pletely free of armed personnel 
of either side" and in an atmos- 
phere of "complete reciprocity of 
treatment." 


Ridgway made three proposals 


to implement his demands. If they 
are met, he said, the conference 
can be "resumed without delay 
and with some expectation of 
progress." 


Ridgway proposed: 


1. A circular area radiating 


five miles from Kaesong be de- 
clared neutral.

Ridgway's statement laid the

He said the U.N. delegation has 


established "beyond any shadow 
of doubt their honorable inten- 
tions and good faith at every stage 
of the proceedings." 


The U.N. commander asked for 


a quick answer in the interest of 
saving lives.

signed to remain on duty at the 
scene all night. 


The rioting stemmed from a 


racial housing dispute. 


Last night's fighting climaxed 


three nights of violent disorders 
at the apartment building at 6139 
West 19th st. 
( 


The first disturbance came after 


Harvey E. Clark Jr., 29, a Negro 
bus driver for the Chicago Transit 
authority, and his family moved 
furniture into the apartment he 
rented. The furniture was dumped 
out and burned by a mob Wednes- 
day night. 


Declare Martial Law 


No Negroes live in Cicero, a 


suburb west of Chicago. 


The 450 national guardsmen 


from five Illinois cities arrived on 
the scene shortly after 10 o'clock 
last night, a few hours after Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson had declared 
martial law in the trouble area. 


Before their arrival some 200 po- 


lice from the Cook county sheriff's 
office and Cicero police were 
having trouble keeping the mob 
from breaking through police lines. 


The crowd pressed forward as 


the troops arrived but the guards- 
men pointed their rifles, machine 
guns and pistols at the mob, halt- 
ing the advance. 


However, the vanguard of the 


mob had moved so close to the 
building that some were 
close 


enough to hurl heavy firecrackers 
or dynamite caps into the building. 


Stones, bricks, flares and fire 


bombs were hurled by the shouting 
and'frenzied mob. Police said the 
rioters' Object was to break the 
police lines and set fire to the 
apartment building. 


Force Rioters Back 


But the soldiers and police final- 


ly succeeded in forcing the mob to 
retreat far back of the police lines 
set Up a block and a half from the 
apartment building. 


The guardsmen were sent into 


the trouble zone on appeals from 
Shenff John Babb and the state's 
attorney's off ice, of Cook county. 
Under Illinois • law, 
guardsmen 


ordered out by the governor to aid 
a sheriff remain under the sheriff's 
command until further word from 
the governor. 


All tenants in the building have 


moved out temporarily because of 
the disturbances since Monday 
night 


Clark on Wednesday told Babb 


he had abandoned plans to move in- 
to the apartment but his attorney 
said yesterday Clark is planning 
to move in later. 


Clark has filed a $200,000 suit 


charging he was manhandled by 
Cicero policemen when he tried'to 
move into the building on June 8. 
Cicero authorities are under a 
federal court order issued June 26 
to protect Clark and his property.

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New Pollution 
Laws May Not 
Help Locally 


SPRINGFIELD — (AP)— 


A series of bills strengthening 
the powers of the state sani- 
tary water board in dealing 
with stream pollution became 
law today with Gov. Steven- 
son's signature. 


One of the bills passed by the 


legislature authorizes cities ac- 
cused of polluting streams 
to 


issue non-referendum bonds for 
constructing 
sewage 
treatment 


plants. 


Commission Investigate.* 


The legislation was drafted by 


a commission which investigated 
Illinois river pollution. 


The new bills, however, ap- 


parently will not materially 
help combat such local situa- 
tions as the slaughter of Rock 
River fish which occurred north 
of Oregon two weeks ago. 
Thousands of fish were killed 


at that time by a poison identified 
as -cyanide by conservation de- 
partment investigators. The trail 
Of dead fish led up the Rock river 
to a point where Kent creek flows 
into the river near Rockford. Here 
the trail led to a sewer outlet about 
one-half mile up the creek. 


Industry Guilty? 


Officials expressed belief that a 


Rockford 
industrial 
firm 
was 


guilty of discharging the poison. 


A strong letter of protest was 


sent to Leonard Schwartz, head of 
the conservation department, de- 
manding immediate .action against 
the offender, by the Ogle County 
Sportsmen's club at the time the 
fish were killed. 


In his reply, Schwartz said the 


matter had been referred to the 
sanitary water board "for investi- 
gation." 


The.bonding power would apply 


only in cases where cities already 
have been ordered by the sanitary 
water board to stop pollution. Two

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Thousands Homeless as Floods 
Sweep Through East Kansas 


TOPEKA, KAN.. (AP)—Spread- 


Ing flood waters virtually paralyzed 
eastern Kansas today, handing 
some of the most vicious blows to 
two major cities. 


At least 11 persons have died in 


Missouri and Kansas floods during 
the past week. Thousands are 
homeless. Scores of communities 
are inundated. 


Kansas City, Kan., and Topeka— 


the state's second and third largest 
cities—were the newest areas to 
feel the full force of overflowing 
rivers. 


All types of aircraft were press- 


ed into service to aid in evacua- 
tions and help isolated communi- 
ties. 


Levee Breaks 


The swollen Kansas river smash- 


ed through a levee and poured 
muddy waters over the 4,000-acre 
Argentine district in Kansas City. 
Water swirled 12-feet deep around 
some homes and industries. Some 
3,500 persons in the district were 
evacuated. 


Another section of the city con- 


taining industries and the homes 
of 15,000 persons also was en- 
dangered. Nearly all the residents 
evacuated last night after sirens 
and factory whistles sounded a 
warning. The population of Kansas 
City, Kan., is 130,000. 


In Topeka, the state capital, 


refugees poured into the Municipal 
auditorium, 
the 
Masonic 
hall, 


hotels and private homes. Some 
20,000 persons in the city of 80,000 
have ben forced to flee their 
homes. 


Bridges Swept Away 


Two bridges linking the north 


and south sections of the city have 
been swept away by the Kansas 
river. 


Wichita, the state's largest city, 


was preparing for flood waters. 
The little Arkansas river was 
wcpected to sweep into the city 
tonight.
